Pondergrast. tlnless Stanley is alive, 
Mr. Prior is tho only survivor of the old 
newspaper men. lie states that in the' 
campaign of Soudan and the Nile seven 
out of twenty-one correspondents were 
killed, a larger proportion than any body 
of coinbiitants. Tho groat trouble was 
that thoy were usually killed before it was 
discovered who thoy wore. There waa 
then nothing left but to say: " Why, he 
was a newspaper correspondent; too bad." 
Mr. Prior has been hit seven times, twice 
seriously.

On 
the other hand we havo twi) classes of 
jieoplc among tis, those who cunsidur Vic- 
toria bolont;s to them becnuse of their 
long re.sideiiL-e here, anil th<Jsewlio beluiiL; 
to Victori.'i liecatise tlio |)l,ico haa attracted 
them from il.s liii.siiiess pfo.s])ucts, its cli- 
umle, or its beauty. Now, tho lirst class 
referred to tire for tho most part comfort- 
.-ihly situated as far as money is cunceniod, 
and are quite content that Victoria should 
continue "as it was in tho beginning," who 
hvveno need to worry theiaselvos about its 
growth or prosperity and who io .k only 
at the cost of the modern iuipro\'eineiit,> 
which may bo iiroposod. A few years 
Hgo they even resented S(unewliat any iii- 
croaso of t;lie poimlation, especially from 
the ICast, but they secjii now to havt: 
wakened uji to the discovery that wisdom 
conies from the east, though it seldom re- 
nii'.irs there. This portion of our people, 
however, form a splendid foundation for 
our future progress, because they are 
well-to-do, conservative and cautious. 
No new-fashioned boom, such as hti.s 
brought ruin to thousanda in the new 
centres can eiTect this city much as long 
as wo have this solid ami substantial |)hn- 
lanx to resist its apinuacli. But this 
class are already in tho minority and their 
value to us is greatly enhanced on that 
account. The new element is pouring in 
upon U8 ill an ever-increasing atroam and 
the old inhabitants are being thinned out 
by increasing years. The good, however, 
they have accomplished will live after 
them and prove of great importance i 11 
the onward march of our city. With re • 
gard to tho second-class, those who have 
come among un since Confederation, 
and who have cast in their lot with us for 
better or for woise, we need <inly say that 
they will compare to advantage with those 
who within the L1.1t few years have settled 
iu other places on this coast. Many of 
our most enterprising merchants, profes 
sional men, ministers, doctors, teachers, 
i.iechanicB, etc., are coniparativoly new 
comers, r>nd we have every reason to con- 
};ratulato ourselves in having attracted to 
our city such a band of fellow citizens. 
This class, as a matter of course, increases 
every year and their growth is the sure 
augury of the future proapority of Vic- 
toria. What we need now is simply the 
complete welding of these twtJ elements 
and that welding process ia going on every 
day. Why ahotihi we not stand sliouldtir 
to shoiildiT in .Seeking tlio growth of \'ic 
toria, and why should we ii(jt only warm- 
ly welcoiue now comers but take every 
meiuiH in our power to induce those who 
have money or, what is <jf more viiltn;, 
brains to cast in their lot among im! We 
heard the other day of a gentleman whri 
was looking for a sphere of usefulness in 
this city and who was seized upon by a 
Vancouver man who promised to find 
liim iMiiplnymont at onco if he would gfi 
over to that city with hia family. We, as 
a rule, have allowed new coniera to shift, 
f(U' Lliemselves, or havo actually dis- 
roufaged their remaining among ns, 
whereas in Vancouver every citizen they 
can add to the population ia considered 01 
importance and is treated with tho utmost 
importance and considenitiion. On the 
whole, we believe no more intelligent, 
cultured, sensible people are to be found 
in the Dominion thiin in Viotoria, and if 
they Will but work together for its growth 
and adviincoment no city on tliu Pacilic 
coast, will outstrip it in tho race. We are 
always glad to notice any disjilay of )mb- 
lie Bjiirit on tho part of cur Hoard of 
Trado or Board of Aldermen. We believe 
the Board of Trado to bo aniost, impoi tant 
body. Much of tho reoout proaiiority of 
east ern citicH in Canada has been owing to 
tiie vigor of those boards of business men, 
•. who bRve tba oity'riiileroib' ftt heatt, and 



we renturo to hope that our, Board' ho:e 
will grow into a more powerful lover iu 
helping forward our city. Let them sj^^sk 
(jut and public •pinion will soon ripen in- 
to public action. 

MINISTRRUT. (JHANGES. 

The resignation of Sir Charles Tuppor 
from the Dominion Cabinet and his return 
to London as High CommissionBr, where 
in the past bo has been »u useful to 
Canada, caused a vacancy in the portfolio 
of Minister of Finance which haa been 
filled by the pri>iuotioii of Hon. (Jeorgo E. 
Foster, whose conduct of the Marine and 
Fisheries' Department has been so admir- 
able. Sir Charles' successor represents 
King's County, N.B,, in the Commons 
and is yet but a young man, having been 
born in 1847. Ho graduated at the 
University of Ne« Brunswick in ,} tine, 
181)8, and aftorw.irds visited Kuroiii^ wbert 
ho spent some time at tho ruiversitiea of 
lidinbtirgli and Heidelberg, lie held the 
lU'ofessorship of classics in the I'niveraity 
of Now Brunswick from September, 1872. 
until January, 1879, to the entire sutisfae- 
tion as well of the Senate and Faculty ns 
of the Undergraduates. Tho Alumni have 
always hold in high regard Professor 
Foster's labors in the class-room and on tho 
public platform, for whether as a aeholar 
or lecturer bo never failed to bring to any 
subject hetoi, !iod all the graces of a highly 
cultured mil l His record as a toiiipcr- 
anco worker is well kiumu; he liaa been 
consistent in his ailvocicy of legislation in 
that regard, and much (jf his success is 
undoubtedly due to his chanipimiship 
so good a ciiuso. He was tirst returned to 
Parliament at the general elections of 
1882, defeating Col. Domville, a prouiiu 
out Liberal-Consorv'itive, one of the most 
popular men in the county, and who had 
been its representative in Parliaineiit 
since 1872. He resigned, and waa re- 
elected ill the siinic year, and was sworn 
of the Privy Council in Hecemlier, i,S8."). 
He was re-elected on his appuintiiient to 
ollice and again at the hi-st general elec- 
tions. The Minister has always 
favored a civil aer\ ice system which 
shall, so far as consistent with the pecu- 
liar eircumstanoBS of our country conform 
to the system in vogue in Great Britain ; 
a moderate protective turilf, such aa shidl 
maintain our markets for our own mnnu- 
factures, and at the same [time not con- 
duce to the formation of e.'cclusive mon- 
opolies; a wiae ecommiy in the udmini.s- 
trati(Ui of the linances of the country 
over whose maiiagemeut he baa heen 
called upon to rule, ami an enlight- 
ened, progn.'ssive and comprelieiisive 
general policy, such as that which 
has characterized the present Liberal 
Conservative govennneut. Hon. Mr. 
Foster visited this i)roviuco with Hon. 
Mr. Bowoll iu 1886 and, it will bo re- 
momberod, leotured in the I'.indnra street 
Mothodist church in this city, cb.irmiiig 
all who wore luivileged to hear biiu. A 
Caiiiidian horn and breil, a typical son of 
this land "f illimitable possiliilit ie.s, be has 
risen from small beginnings to one of the 
highest positions in the gift of the 
Crown. He has virtually "risen 
from the ranks," and his example is one 
which might be set before every young 
man in this goodly land. Having dis- 
charged the duties of tho department of 
Marine and Fisheries with eminent suc- 
cess, and with a natural aptitudo for tig- 
urea, we prophesy for him ii distinguished 
career in the responsible otiice tu which 
ho has just been called. His retirement 
fnnii the department of Marine and Fish- 
eries has been followed by the appoiiit- 
inont to that portfolio of Mr. C. H. Tap- 
per, nieml)er for Picton, X. S. A better 
selection could not have been made. 
"Oharloy" Tapper is a chip oil' the old 
block — a clear-headed, able young man, 
for he is not yet thirty-three years of age, 
an eloquent speaker and a clever 
lawyer. Personally he is a prince of good 
follows, and is extremely popular on both 
sides of the house. He is a MclJill and 
Harvard man, and was lirst returned tu 
parliament in 1882 and again at tlie last 
general elections. The only portfolio now 
vacant in the cabinet is that <if tlio in- 
terim' Ueiiartmeiil, and it is probable that 
it will be tilled at an caHy dat.-. Thus 
reconstructed the government of Sir 
John A. Macdonald will continue to ad- 
vance the best interests of Canada iu a 
progressive and statesmanlike manner.

BOARD OF ALDEBMEN. 

The adjourned fteeting of the board of 
aldermen was held last evening in the 
mayor's room, city hall. Present: Mayor 
Grant and Aids. Powell, Bradon, Cough- 
hm, Vigolius, Penwill, Styles and Wilson. 

Mr. D. II. Mcintosh, who represents a 
syndicato who propose to work tho iron 
mines at Sooko, was present. 

Aid. Powell movod, seconded by Aid. 
Styles, that tho communication received 
from Mr. Mcintosh, regarding the iron 
mines, bo taken up; cirried. r ^ . i, 

Tho mayor said that all kno'w the desir- 
ability of encouraging matters of this kind. 
If the works wore built in tho city tho 
corporation would bo able to give Mr. 
Mcintosh the immunity ho asked for in 
his letter, but if tho works were erected 
outside tho city tho cor|)oration could not 
grant it; this government would have to 
'deal with the matter in that event. 

A. map of the city was shown Mr. Mc- 
intosh aiul several desirable places wore 
pointed out to hiiu. The point selected 
by iiiiu was Ogdeii point, a short distance 
southeast of the outer wharf. 

Several of the alilermen favored a site 
on Jloss Bay, as objections were taken t<i 
having the works on tho James Bay sido 
of the city, tho prevailing ■ southwest 
winds liaviiig.a tendeuey to blow the 
smoke into the city. 

The mayor asked Mr. Mclntosli how 
much water he wmild re(|uire, and tho 
gentleman aiinonncecl that ho had no ido: 
at present, as ho had not con.suUeil wit! 
the puojilu with whom he was connected 
He thought an inch and a half servict 
pipe would do. Ho had a high opinion of 
tho mine and thought it would make th 
finest Bessemer steul. 

Th« mayor said if Mr. Mcintosh had 
any idea of establishing his works on Ross 
Bay, he had not tho slightest doubt that 
tho government would bo willing to grant 
him an immunity from taxation for eight 
or ten years. 

On being asked bow many furnaces he 
would erect, Mr. Mcintosh said he had 
not settled that yet. The matter was 
only under consideration, as the company 
would have to find out how much ore they 
had. Tho parlies ho was connected with 
had not been consulted, and until they 
had settled with the contractor who would 
build the works what they would cost, he 
could not say much. 

Aid. Powell said tho board would re- 
quire to have some definite information 
before they could lay the matter before 
the people. 

Mr. Mcintosh said all he wanted was to 
know that the board would do all in their 
power to assist tho establishing of the 
W(U-ks, but ho could not enter into any 
details or make any binding arrangeiiionts 
until he had aoou his associates. 

Aid. Styles said if the works were 
erected in the eastern part of the city, he 
was sure that the matter would receive 
favoralde consideration from the citizens 
of N'ictoria. 

Mr. jMelntosh said from what he had 
seen bo thought there was enough to war- 
rant the building of extensive works, but 
it was the object of every oompanj' to 
start on as economical a plan as possible. 

Aid. Styles asked how many men would 
be employed, and the mayor informed 
him that i^Ir. Mcintosh bad stated that 
100 men would be engaged most of the 
time. 

\ld. Coughlau thought the proposition 
a fair one and enough had been asked for 
to allortf the board to proceed. It would 
boearefully considered. 

I'he following re.solution was then read 
by the clerk: 

Whereas it is desirable to encourage 
the establishmunt of manufactures and 
other industries in or contiguous to this 
;ity; and whereas Mr. D. R. Mcintosh 
las mado a proposition to this council for 
the establish nicnt of iron and steel works 
as above at a probable outlay of some 
$;!00,000; bo it therefore resolved that 
this council recommend to the ratepayers 
f this city, the passing of a by-law on 
the liasi.s of Mv. Mcintosh's (iroposals so 
soon as a dctinite scheme sli.ill have been 
submitted to the council by Mr. Mcintosh 
and his associates. We are further of the 
opinion that the same would be endorsed 
by the ratepayers of this city." 
Aid. Styles moved that the resolution 
I adojited; seconded and carried. 

A WISE UK.SOLUTION. 

Aid. Braden thought a motion should 
be made that no buildings be moved 
inside tho fire limits. A tax of §10 was 
paid, but the damage to streets by re- 
movals would be more than §.^0. A 
building had been on the principal street 
for three days, and it had been left to- 
night in such a position as to block two 
streets. 

.Vld. Styles said that a notice of motion 
had been [lostcd to that effect; in the 
meantime tho contractor had been notified 
not to allow the building to remain over 
night at the junction of any two streets. 
Meeting then adjourned.
